FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (First Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the Animal Husbandry, Feeds and Equipment Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and 
Agriculture Division Council. 


Tur or Arhar Chuni is a common livestock feed ingredient in India. The formulation of this standard was 
undertaken by the Animal Husbandry, Feeds and Equipment Sectional Committee in accordance with its 
programme planned for the formulation of Indian Standards for the various livestock feeds used in this country. 


This standard was first published in 1965. In this revision, the standard has been updated considering latest 
technological developments and manufacturing practices. Following major changes have been made in this 
revision: 

a) Grade 2 has been removed considering its poor quality and non-availability in the market. 

b) Requirement for aflatoxin B1 has been introduced in the standard. 

c) Requirements of Castor husk and Mahua oilcake have been introduced in the standard. 

d) Methods of tests prescribed for determination of crude protein, crude fat, crude fibre and acid insoluble 

ash have been updated. 


The composition of the Committee responsible for formulation of the standard is given in Annex A. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 
2022 ‘Rules for rounding off numerical values (second revision)’. The number of significant places retained in 
the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard

3 DESCRIPTION 


Tur or Arhar Chuni shall be the material obtained as a 
by-product in the preparation of Tur or Arhar Dal for 
human consumption and shall consist of finer broken 
pieces of Dal including germ and a portion of the husk. 


4 REQUIREMENTS 
4.1 General 


The material shall be free from adulterants; musty, 
stale, or other objectionable odour or sourness; and 
from lumps, dirt, and extraneous matter including iron 
or other metallic pieces. The material shall be free 
from fungus or insect infestation. 


4.2 The material shall also conform to the 
requirements prescribed in Table 1.

5. PACKING AND MARKING 
5.1 Packing 


Unless otherwise agreed to between the purchaser and 
the vendor, the material shall be packed in sound jute 
or HDPE bags. The mouth of each bag shall be either 
machine-stitched or rolled over and hand-stitched with 
strong jute twine. 


5.2 Marking 


5.2.1 Each bag shall be indelibly and legibly marked 
with the following information: 


a) Name of the material; 

b) Name and address of the manufacturer; 

c) Batch or code number; 

d) Net mass in kg; 

e) Date of packing; 

f) Best before date in month & year format and 

g) Any other requirements as specified under 
the Legal Metrology (Packaged 
Commodities) Rules, 2011.

5.2.2 BIS Certification Marking 


The product(s) conforming to the requirements of this 
standard may be certified as per the conformity 
assessment schemes under the provisions of the 
Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 2016 and the Rules 
and Regulations framed thereunder, and the products 
may be marked with the Standard Mark. 


6 SAMPLING 


Representative samples of the material for 
ascertaining conformity to this standard shall be drawn 
according to the method prescribed in Annex H of IS 
2052. 


7 TESTS 


Tests shall be carried out as prescribed in col 4 of 
Table 1. 


7.2 Quality of Reagents 


Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals and 
distilled water (see IS 1070) shall be employed in tests. 


NOTE — 'Pure chemicals' shall mean chemicals that do not 
contain impurities which affect the test results.
